298. Fortunately, it is again a 
bipartisan bill with co-sponsorship 
by Representative Richard Pombo 
(R-Calif.). This bill requires the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to allow 
public access to the islands, which 
would open the door to Amateur 
Radio expeditions.
